A mighty sigh escaped from the 
packed hundreds at the gates, 
"Thank Clod, thank God," several 
cried. 
The scene was impressive. 
The 
anxiety of the people wan deep and 
sincere. 
The customary 
decorum 
observed at the palace gates was ab­ 
sent and the tall. helmeted police 
could not keep the people in line. 
Instead of posting the bulletin, a t­ 
tendants held It high In the air. 
"He is better," someone said, 
"But we must not hope too much," 
replied another. 
Inside tin- palace, t h e tension was 
somewhat relaxed after a night of 
strain. 
Her majesty had not gone 
to bcd, h u t waited in an ante-room 
while Hie doctor* worked over 
the 
king. 
Occasionally she was permitted to 
visit lier husband, 
who 
remained 
cheerful. 
.She was cheerful despite the strain. 
as s h e rejoined her daughter and 
the duchess of York. wife of her 
second son, who stayed until after 
midnight. 
Those at the palace said the king 
rallied remarkably since the critical 
hours of midnight and that the queeu 
was overjoyed at the improved tone 
of the doctors' announcement. 
The bulletin read: 
"The king had three hours' quiet­ 
er sleep since the last bulletin.

• T he Long Prairie Leader has a novel idea to stimulate pro­ 
hibition enforcement and that is to prosecute the botiUeg#er*ft pa­ 
trons. 
It is clearly evident that if the bootlegger has no patrons 
he cannot sell any liquor and with no business to be done he will 
have to close down his still or his dispensing. 
We present herewith the argument of the Long Prairie Lead­ 
er: 
Out of the referendum Novemlier 6 comes the clear command 
from the American people that they want the dry laws enforced. 
There is no mistaking the command. The issue was clear and tho 
people understood it. The wets made their last great stand and 
.they were crushingly defeated. The moral effect of the referen­ 
dum ought to be To strengthen the backbone of every sheriff, 
county attorney and judge in the land and also to encourage the 
people themselves to back up their law enforcement officials. 
The Leader believes there should be a change in the policy of 
enforcement. 
Instead of going after the sellers of illicit liquor, 
the man or the woman who buys should be regarded as the real 
criminal and prosecuted accordingly. There would be no bootleg­ 
gers, no moonshiners and no rum runners if there were no pur­ 
chasers. Destroy the market and the bootleggers and others would 
soon retire from business. 
The poor devil of a bootlegger who 
slips around with a quart of booze here and there or the man who 
on some back forty has a moonshine still where he turns out a few 
gallons of liquor is not the real criminal in the matter, although 
both are had enough. The party who is at the bottom of the whole 
criminal mess is the buyer. (Jet the buyers and the others will 
disappear. It is worth considering also that as a rule the buyer is 
someone well-to-do, that is the buyers who provide the bulk of the 
demand. 
They are found among the business men, the profes­ 
sional men, the society folks so-called, the large hotels, the clubs, 
etc. 
Put the stigma of criminal action upon them and violating 
the liquor laws will not be regarded as such a smart thing to do. 
All that is necessary to bring the liquor violating business up 
standing is to get after these “big” ones. 
The effect of such a course would be electrical. 
The whole 
nation would sit up and take notice. Enforcement would become 
popular because' the people generally want to see rich criminals 
apprehended. The moral effect of such a course would be tremen­ 
dous and inside of six months the entire nation would l>e as solidly 
hack of liquor law enforcement as it is now hack of burglary law 
enforcement. 
Interests that are powerful politically as well as 
financially will have to be fought to put such a policy into opera­ 
tion but the mandate of the people in the election just held clearly 
indicates that those interests, whether they be powerful or other­ 
wise, that are opposing liquor law enforcement, must be fought 
and fought without fear or favor.

The Census Bureau's invitation to civic organizations to co­ 
operate in the 1930 count of population doubtless will tx* generally 
accepted. 
No fairly managed census ever yet gave any city or 
State full credit for its actual population. 
Scattered citizens go 
unenumerated. 
To hold the proportion of such uncounted strag­ 
glers to the minimum is desirable, and in this work civic bodies 
can give valuable aid. 
But we trust that no booster organization, out to make a good 
showing for its town, permits its zeal to carry it to the point of 
attempted census padding. 
For padding is profitless in the first 
place, and costly in the long run. 
For example, the boosters in a certain Western city of middle 
m e managed to get a swollen population figure for their town in 
the Federal Census of 1900. Nobody was fooled. Outsiders look­ 
ing for locations could tell at a glance that no such number of per­ 
sons listed in the Census actually dwelt in the place. 
Result: That particular town is officially credited with fewer 
inhabitants today than the total fixed for it in a census count 
made twenty-eight years ago. As a matter of faut, the place has 
grown considerably since 1900. But. due to the folly of its boost­ 
ers of a former generation, it is now down on the books as a city 
of dwindling population. Because foolish t>oosters in 1900 thought 
they were putting something over on the Government and on rival 
communities, the more prudent boosters of 1928 are hard put to 
it to convince strangers that the place is not a slowly dying town. 
Credit for mythical extra population does no city any good. 
Indeed, it is to be doubted whether a mere reputation for size does 
any city good. There is prevalent, in booster circles, the mistaken 
idea that urban magnitude brings new industries. 
It’s the other 
way around. New industries bring urban magnitude. 
Size followed, instead of preceding, the rubber industry to 
Akroix just as size followed, instead of preceding, the motor in­ 
dustry to Detroit. 
Cities straining merely to grow are rather 
likely to overlook the development of such attractions as actually 
bring growth.— Minneapolis Journal.

T h e Long Prairie Leader has a novel idea to stimulate pro­ 
hibition enforcement and that is to prosecute the bootlegger’s pa­ 
trons. 
It is clearly evident that if the bootlegger has no patrons 
he cannot sell any liquor and with no business to be done he will 
have to close down his still or his dispensing. 
We present herewith the argum ent of the Long Prairie Lead­ 
e r: 
Out of the referendum November 6 comes the clear command 
from the American people that they want the dry laws enforced. 
There is no mistaking the command. The issue was clear and the 
people understood it.

Pburinf of OU on Water Has 
Calming Effect 
It has long been known that oil 
poured upon the surface of stormy 
water has a wonderful effect in enlm- 
iag if and many vessels have probably 
been saved from destruction by this 
simple process. 
The reason of this curious effect of 
oil upon water is superficially appar­ 
ent. It depends upon the viscosity, or 
adhesiveness, of the oil, which causes 
it to act somewhat like a skin drawn 
over the more unstable surface of the 
water, so that Hie tendency of tile lat­ 
ter to break Into spray as It is driven 
by the wind is restrained. The danger 
to ships from a high-running sea arises 
from this breaking of the waves. 
As 
long as the surface of the waves is 
smooth and unbroken the riiip rides 
easily upon them. 
But while Hie principle upon which 
the oil nets Is thus evident enough, the 
real method of Its action is not so ■ 
apparent. This has been subjected to 
a mathematical Investigation by a dis­ 
tinguished scientist. 
It is shown that the viscosity of oil 
is so much greater than that of water, 
being in the case of olive oil more 
than 230 times as great, that the water 
may be regarded as a frictionless 
liquid in comparison with the oil. The 
surface tension between the oil and 
Hie air is also shown to he consider­ 
ably greater than that lie tween the oil 
and the water. 
VV itll those data it Ie 
found flint there will he no breaking 
of the waves unless Hie latter vary in 
length 
between two fractions of a 
centimeter—namely, nine-elevnths and 
five-sixths.

NEARS DUNEDIN, lf. Z. 


Porpoises Followed Ship in Schools; 
Birds Become Numerous 
Near Land 
Quia A. Blackburn, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. T. Blackburn, Brainerd, topo­ 
grapher with the geological party, 
B^-rd Antarctic Expedition, writes an 
interesting letter to kin Barents from 
on board the vessel “City of New 
York” as ij continues its way to 
Dunedin, New Zealand from where 
it 
will push off for the extrema 
southern regions. 
1 * 
Mr. Blackburn describes the pro 
g^ess of the ship through foreign 
waters and of the sea life seen from 
the bow of the boat, under date of 
October 28. 
The letter follows in part: 
“This is Sunday A- M. and shortly 
we will partake of a chicken dinner. 
The general impression aboard 
is 
that the fare is good, hut I have evi­ 
dently been spoiled by the feeding 
proclivities of 
northwest 
cruising 
and logging camps, and can not gat 
that point of view. 
There is, how­ 
ever, plenty of what Is served. 
Yesterday we rearmed steaming 
after having been only under sail for 
weeks—of course ail sail is still set 
except the main and the fore-and-aft 
sails. 
We are nearly six weeks out 
of Balboa, it will be next Friday, 
and have not seen land since |l n 
second 
day 
out. 
Ifow erlr, 
ahiut 
Thursday we should arrive at the 
French coast of Papeet, Island of 
Tahiti, where coal and “fresh goods” 
(fruits and vegetables) will be load­ 
ed. 
This is one of the Society Island 
group which comprises many, .some 
uninhabited, probably volcanic and 
subsequently coral in formation. 
Making port will be a welcome 
diversion, although little time will 
be available for viewing the place,, 
as we arc slated to scrape some of 
the barnacles from the hull of our 
slow craft. 
However, we should he 
enabled to spare an hour or two to 
survey the town hastily and sample 
the French wine. 
No doubt you will wonder at our 
slow progress.
